REMARKS 

Applicant expresses appreciation to the Examiner for consideration of the subject patent 
application. This Response is in reply to the Office Action mailed February 3, 2006. Claims 1- 
26 were pending. Claims 1-26 were subject to an election/restriction requirement. 

Claims 1-26 rmain in the application. 



Election/Restrictioii Requirements: 

In response to the election requirement of February 3, 2006, Applicant elects (without 
traverse) the species identified by the Examiner as species II, associated with FIG. 4A, the claims 
considered readable thereon being generic claims 1, 13 and 23, and claims 1-12, 14-22 and 24- 
26. 

In response to the subspecies election requirement of February 3, 2006, Applicant elects 
sub-species A, associated with FIG. 6. No claims are currently readable on subspecies A.
